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MUSEUM ANNOUNCES ELECTION OF NEW BOARD PRESIDENT AND TRUSTEES 

Michael Sherwin, president and director of Mid- West Forge Corporation, Qeveland, 
has been elected and has assumed the duties of president of the Board of Trustees of The 
Cleveland Museum of Art. Mr. Sherwin succeeds Alton W. Whitehouse, president since 1986, 
who will continue to serve as a trustee. 

Paul J. Vignos, Jr. and Quentin Alexander have stepped down as active members of 
the Board; both will remain honorary trustees and members of the Museum’s Accessions 
Committee. 

New trustees elected to the Board are Michael J. Horvitz, Jon A. Lindseth, Ellen Stim 
Mavec (Mrs. Bruce V.), and William R. Robertson. 

Michael Sherwin has been a member of the Museum’s Board of Trustees since 1987, 
during which time he chaired both the Museum’s Planning and Development Committees. A 
native of Cleveland and a graduate of Lehigh University, he has been active in the area’s 
business community since completing his MBA degree at the Wharton Graduate Division of 
the University of Pennsylvania in 1965. After serving as an investment officer with National 
City Bank, he became a general partner in Prescott, Ball & Turben, and created National 
City’s Merchant Banking and Venture Capital Groups. Since 1980, Mr. Sherwin has been 
director of the Columbiana Boiler Company, and since 1987, president and director of Mid- 
West Forge Corporation. He serves as director of a number of public and privately owned 
companies and as a trustee of the Huntington Charitable Trust and Bluecoats, Inc. of 
Cleveland. He and his wife Carol live in Waite Hill. 
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Michael J. Horvitz is a partner in the Cleveland olfice of the international law firm of 
Jones, Day, Reavis & Pogue, specializing in the areas of business and tax planning. A graduate 
of Shaker Heights High School and the University of Pennsylvania’s Wharton School, he also 
holds degrees from the University of Virginia Law School and New York University Law 
School. He is a trustee of Health HiU Hospital for Children, Case Western Reserve University, 
the Mt. Sinai Medical Center, and Hathaway Brown School, among other institutions. He is a 
former tmstee of the Montefiore Home, where he served as chairman of the Ethics Committee. 
He and his wife Jane live in Shaker Heights. 

Jon A. Lindseth is chairman of three companies serving the foundry and tooling 
industries: Hines Hask Company and The Kindt-CoUins Company of Cleveland, and Shanafelt 
Manufacturing Company of Canton. He is also chairman of Thermoscan, Inc. of San Diego, 
and AER Energy Resources of Atlanta. In 1984 he founded Dental Research Corporation, 
maker of the Interplak toothbmsh, which he sold in 1988. He is a trustee of Cornell 
University, where he earned his bachelor’s degree, the Qeveland Ballet, and the Qeveland 
Institute of Art Mr. Lindseth and his wife Virginia reside in Shaker Heights. 

Ellen Stim Mavec is the owner of Potter and Mellen, a fine jewelry and gift store, and 
the EUen Stim Galleries, which specializes in 18th- and 19th-century European decorative arts. 
After receiving her B.A. in art history from Northwestern University, Mrs. Mavec studied at 
Sotheby’s Auction House in London. A native of Qeveland, she returned to the city, opening 
the Ellen Stim GaUeries at Playhouse Square in 1984. In 1988 she moved the gaUeries to 
Potter and MeUen. Mrs. Mavec and her husband Bruce reside in Hunting Valley. 

William R. Robertson is deputy chairman and a director of National City Corporation, 
which he joined as a management trainee in 1964. A native of Schenectady, New York, Mr. 
Robertson graduated from Colgate University and received his M.B.A. in finance from Case 
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Western Reserve University in 1967. He serves as chairman of the advisory board of The 
Salvation Army and as a trustee of United Way Services, St. Luke’s Hospital, the Western 
Reserve Historical Society, and Karamu House. He and his wife Sarah are residents of Shaker 
Heights. 

Alton W. Whitehouse was elected a trustee of the Museum in 1975. While Museum 
president, he appointed a Planning Committee of the Board to study the Museum’s present and 
future operations and finances, with the goal of identifying new sources of income needed to 
operate the Museum and maintain its collections and programs while keeping Museum 
admission free to the public. The Museum subsequently launched an aggressive membership 
campaign, nearly doubling its membership in six years from a little over 9,000 to just under 
18,000; established higher categories of giving and a major gift solicitation program; and 
obtained support from local corporations for major loan exhibitions. During Mr. Whitehouse’s 
presidency, the Museum began the celebrations of its 75th anniversary with special exhibitions, 
programs, and publications; renovated and reinstalled galleries for Renaissance and Baroque 
art; and constructed a new 293-space parking deck to provide needed parking for visitors. 
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
